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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendments to independent claim 1 (a) raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search by the Examiner because the proposed amendments adding the "sealing an outer peripheral portion of the dry substrate" 
during pre-plating and removing pretreatment liquid and electroless plating "while exposing the outer peripheral portion of the substrate" 
provides new requirements to the process that were not previously required or considered by the Examiner, and (b) raise the issue of new 
matter, as the described "sealing" during pretreatment is described for the ejecting process described in claim 6, but not for the immersing 
process provided in claim 9, in the originally filed disclosure, and thus the scope of enablement as originally filed is for the ejecting of the 
pretreatment liquid as in claim 6.
